Wesleyan  Launches  $8.8  Million 
Campaign  for  Advancement 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Wesleyan  Alumnae  Association  held 
Saturday,  April  20,  1985,  the  official 
opening  of  Wesleyan’s  three  year  $8.8 
million  capital  campaign  - the  Cam- 
paign for  Advancement  - was  an- 
nounced by  the  national  campaign 
chairman,  Randolph  W.  Thrower  of 
Atlanta. 

Mr.  Thrower  said  the  Campaign  for 
Advancement  - the  largest  single  fund- 
raising effort  ever  undertaken  by 
Wesleyan  - has  already  received 
$3,333,905  in  early  pledges  from 
trustees,  alumnae  and  friends  of  the 
College.  The  previous  campaign,  con- 


ducted in  two  phases  between  1969  and 
1975,  brought  over  six  million  dollars 
in  gifts  to  the  College. 

Wesleyan  President  Robert  K. 
Ackerman  pointed  out  that  during  the 
past  150  years  Wesleyan  had  laid  a 
solid  foundation  for  effective  educa- 
tion. He  said,  “The  Wesleyan  College 
Campaign  for  Advancement  will  pro- 
vide the  support  we  need  to  continue 
striving  for  that  extra  measure  of  ex- 
cellence which  so  characterizes  this 
College. 

“It  will  take  the  courage  and  en- 
thusiasm of  all  Wesleyan’s  alumnae 
and  friends  to  make  the  Campaign  for 


Advancement  a complete  success.  We 
need  your  support,  and’^we  are  confi- 
dent that  you  will  help,’’  he  said. 

In  1983,  Wesleyan’s  Trustees,  facul- 
ty, alumnae,  administrators  and 
friends  joined  together  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  state  of  the 
College  and  project  plans  for  years  to 
come.  This  self-study  document  was 
the  beginning  of  the  Wesleyan  Cam- 
paign for  Advancement,  designed  to 
meet  the  College’s  most  urgent  needs 
and  provide  the  springboard  for  con- 
tinuing growth  and  progress.

I.  Endowment 

The  Campaign’s  primary  need  is  to  in- 
crease the  College  endowment  by 
$3,500,000.  Income  from  the  endow- 
ment will  be  used  for  salary  enhance- 
ment, professional  and  curriculum 
development,  library  budget  support 
and  an  increased  financial  aid  base. 

The  Campaign  will  secure  $2  million 
for  the  endowment  of  salaries  for 
faculty,  administration  and  staff.  At 
Wesleyan  as  in  the  nation  as  a whole, 
compension  has  lost  ground  relative  to 
non-academic  opportunities.  The  in- 
come from  the  additional  $2  million  in 
endowment  funds  ultimately  will  per- 
mit Wesleyan  salaries  to  match  median 
salaries  at  Comparable  colleges. 

Institutional  support  will  be  pro- 
vided for  curriculum  and  professional 
development,  which  currently  are 
funded  by  available  current  operating 
income.  In  1984-85,  only  $21,000  was 
available  for  advanced  study,  con- 
ference fees,  travel  and  curriculum 
development.  The  income  from  en- 
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dowment  funds  of  $500,000  will  enable 
college  personnel  to  attend  profes- 
sional conferences,  engage  in  research 
and  develop  new  courses  and  intern- 
ship programs,  thereby  keeping  pace 
with  current  developments  in  their 
fields  of  expertise. 

The  campaign  will  further  secure  en- 
dowment funds  of  $250,000  to  support 
the  annual  budget  of  the  Lucy  Lester 
Willet  Memorial  Library.  The  heart  of 
learning  at  Wesleyan,  the  library  must 
meet  continually  increasing  demands 
for  information.  Improvements  will  in- 
clude the  provision  of  computerized 
reference  sources,  revision  of  collec- 
tions to  reflect  academic  changes,  ail 
increased  acquisitions  budget  and  pro- 
fessional development  for  personnel. 

Over  the  past  four  years,  the  number 
of  students  applying  for  financial  aid 
has  outdistanced  the  total  financial  aid 
budget  even  though  it  has  risen  steadi- 
ly. Therefore,  to  ensure  Wesleyan’s 
traditional  cultural  diversity,  the  cam- 
paign will  supplement  endowed 
scholarships  and  financial  aid  by 
$750,000. 


II.  The  Physical  Plant 

The  second  major  area  of  need  iden- 
tified by  the  Trustees  is  improvements 
to  the  physical  plant.  The  first  of  these 
is  the  Taylor  Hall  for  Science  and 
Mathematics.  Named  for  Robert  Jenks 
Taylor,  leading  benefactor,  Taylor 
Hall  never  has  had  a major  renovation 
since  it  was  built  in  1928.  As  74  percent 
of  all  current  Wesleyan  students  have 
at  least  one  class  a day  in  the  building, 
it  has  become  imperative  not  only  to 
renovate  it  physically,  but  also  to  pro- 
vide modern  equipment  and  functional 
laboratory  space  for  these  students. 
The  Campaign  will  secure  $2,800,000 
for  these  purposes. 

Renovations  of  other  buildings  also 
are  planned.  The  campaign  has  ear- 
marked $335,000  for  sprinkler  systems 
in  four  residence  halls  and  air  condi- 
tioning in  the  C.  Baxter  and  Carolyn 
Cater  Jones  Residence  Hall.  Air  condi- 
tioning in  Jones  Residence  Hall  is  a 
first  step  in  the  eventual  air  condition- 
ing of  all  other  living  quarters  except 
The  Julian  and  Grace  Hightower 
Residence  Hall,  which  already  is  air 
conditioned. 

Air  conditioning  is  needed  in  the  Art 
Building  as  well.  Constructed  in  1964, 
the  building  also  needs  structural 
repair  and  improvements  to  the  sur- 
rounding area.  The  campaign  will  pro- 
vide $55,000  for  these  purposes. 

The  James  Hyde  Porter  Gym- 
nasium, partially  renovated  in  1975, 
now  needs  proper  locker  room  ventila- 
tion, new  safety  equipment  for  the 
pool  area,  newly  refinished  gymnasium 
floors  and  roof  repairs.  The  campaign 
will  provide  $110,000  to  renovate  the 
gymnasium  as  a center  for  physical 
fitness. 

The  reinstated  equestrian  program 
requires  renovation  of  the  existing 
stables,  the  construction  of  an  outdoor 
show  ring  and  the  clearance  of  existing 
bridle  paths.  Fifty  thousand  dollars 
will  be  allocated  for  these  purposes. 

III.  The  Annual  Fund 

As  part  of  the  total  fund  raising 
plan,  the  Campaign  for  Advancement 
will  provide  $2,500,000  in  annual 
funds. 

During  the  past  five  fiscal  years,  the 
College’s  operating  costs  have  in- 
creased by  35.8  percent.  As  funding 
provided  by  sustained  giving  to  the  An- 
nual Fund  and  Loyalty  Fund  is  crucial 
to  balancing  the  College’s  operating 
budget,  it  is  imperative  that  this  giving 
be  maintained,  even  as  additional  sup-

port  is  pledged  to  other  portions  of  the 
campaign. 

Marts  and  Lundy,  Inc.,  of  Lynd- 
hurst,  New  Jersey,  is  serving  as  the 
consulting  firm  for  the  campaign, 
which  is  being  coordinated  through 
Wesleyan’s  Office  of  Institutional  Ad- 
vancement. 

Many  volunteers  already  have  begun 
working  on  the  campaign’s  preliminary 
phases.  They  include  Campaign  Chair- 
man Thrower,  who  is  an  attorney-at- 
law  with  the  Atlanta  firm  of 
Sutherland,  Asbill  and  Brennan,  and, 
for  22  years,  a Wesleyan  Trustee  and  a 
former  chairman  of  the  board;  Frank 
C.  Jones  of  Atlanta,  chairman  of  the 
Wesleyan  College  Board  of  Trustees; 
and  the  chairpersons  and  members  of 
campaign  committees.

“Together,”  he 
said,  “we  can  ensure  that  1986,  our 
one  hundred-and-fiftieth  anniversary, 
will  represent  the  launching  of  new  and 
greater  programs  for  Wesleyan.”

Lo 
Scaldavivande,  the  name  of  her 
Italian  Cooking  School,  means 
“dish  and  cover,”  The  Italians  used 
to  cover  food  to  keep  it  warm 
because  the  kitchen  was  so  far  from 
the  dining  room,  according  to  Jo. 

A native  of  Millen,  GA,  Jo 
resides  with  her  family  in  Rome. 


Bettoja  ’47,  who  operates  Lo 
Scaldavivande  Cooking  School  in 
Rome,  Italy.  Bishop  Marjorie 
Matthews,  the  first  woman  Bishop 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church, 
has  accepted  an  invitation  to  be  the 
Belk  Lecturer  in  October,  1986.  An 
art  exhibit,  numerous  speakers  and 
special  concerts  also  are  planned.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Wesleyan  Alumnae  Association,  held 
Saturday  April  20,  1985,  four  alumnae 
were  cited  for  their  outstanding  con- 
tributions to  Wesleyan,  the  United 
Methodist  Church  and  their  profes- 
sions. 

Katherine  Jordan  Stewart  of  Macon 
received  the  award  for  distinguished 
service  to  Wesleyan  College;  Dorothy 
Tinsley  Dailey  of  Austin,  Texas,  was 
given  the  award  for  distinguished  ser- 
vice to  the  Methodist  Church;  Ann 
Perkins  Gibbs  of  Cordova,  Tennessee 
and  Jane  Magrath  of  the  University  of 
Oklahoma  in  Norman  received  awards 
for  their  distinguished  achievements  in 
the  music  profession. 

Katherine  Jordan  Stewart  AB  ’35, 
has  traveled  over  the  State  recruiting 
students  for  Wesleyan  and  was  second 
vice-president  of  National  Alumnae 
Association  from  1958-61.  A student 
of  landscaping  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  Mrs.  Stewart  has  been  on  the 
Macon  Beautification  Committee  since 
its  founding  and  also  is  a landscape  ap- 
praiser for  the  state.

Since  their  return  to  the  United 
States  and  a pastoral  assignment  in 
Austin,  Mrs.  Daily  has  participated  in 
both  local  and  conference  level  ac- 
tivities of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
and  is  on  the  boards  of  Church  World 
Service  and  Church  Women  United. 
She  has  instituted,  among  other  church 
activities,  a “crop  walk’’  to  provide 
food  for  the  Austin  poor  and  African 
famine  relief. 

Ann  Perkins  Gibbs,  who  received 
the  B.S.  degree  cum  laude  in  1972, 
began  her  singing  career  as  a student  of 
Professor  Norman  McLean.  She  also 
studied  with  the  late  Judith  Raskin, 
Metropolitan  Opera  star,  who,  while 


performing  at  Wesleyan,  recognized 
Mrs.  Gibbs’s  talent.  Mrs.  Gibbs’s 
operatic  career  has  included  perfor- 
mances with  the  New  Mexico  and  San- 
ta Fe  Symphonies,  the  St.  Louis  Opera 
and  the  Houston  Grand  Opera.

Jane  Magrath,  a 1972  graduate 
magna  cum  laude,  received  many  ma- 
jor awards  at  Wesleyan.  She  won  the 
concerto  contest  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill  and  was 
the  first  person  to  receive  the  Doctor  of 
Music  in  piano:  perform- 
ance/pedagogy from  Northwestern 
University.  As  a faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  Oklahoma,  she  has  con- 
ducted many  workshops  and  master 
classes  and  is  a contest  adjudicator  and 
clinician.

When  did  Madame  Sun  Yat-sen  attend  Wesleyan?  Ask  Alice. 

Where  did  the  Purple  Knights  get  their  colors?  Ask  Alice. 

Who  was  George  I.  Seney?  Ask  Alice. 

Finding  answers  to  any  questions  about  Wesleyan  has  been  easy  for  forty-four 
years.  But  we  have  heard  that  the  day  is  coming  when  Alice  doesn't  live  here 
anymore. 


The  lives  of  Wesleyan  and  the  Domingos  family  have  been  intertwined  since  1874 
and  the  inauguration  of  President  William  C.  Bass.  In  1936,  Wesleyan's  Centen- 
nial year,  Alice  Burden  Domingos  began  her  personal  association  with  the  Col- 
lege. First  as  a student,  then  as  Registrar  for  the  Conservatory,  as  Director  of 
Financial  Aid,  and  as  Assistant  Director  of  Alumnae  Affairs — for  forty-nine 
years  her  presence  has  been  felt  on  Wesleyan’s  campus.  In  all  her  responsibilities, 
she  has  exhibited  the  highest  integrity;  she  has  served  as  Wesleyan's  conscience. 
Hers  has  been  a special  dignity  that  has  enhanced  and  strengthened  the  College. 
Her  care  for  detail  and  thoroughness  in  research  have  made  her  the  zealous 
guardian  of  Wesleyan's  collective  memory. 


All  who  really  know  her  have  discovered  that  behind  the  stately  decorum  there 
lurk  a keen  wit  and  a ready  sense  of  humor.  She  is  a courageous  and  strong-willed 
lady  whose  deep  religious  convictions  have  guided  her  work  at  Wesleyan  and  in 
her  beloved  Vineville  Methodist  Church. 


We,  the  Faculty,  say  to  Alice:  “We  acknowledge  your  retirement  with  deep 
regret.  But  we  remind  you  that  you  may  not  resign  as  an  alumna  and  we  expect 
that  the  Domingos  commitment  to  Wesleyan  will  continue  unabated."

Hungarian  Alumna  Returns 


Former  Wesleyan  student  Anna 
Makara  Fagarasy  of  Papa,  Hungary, 
was  reunited  with  several  classmates 
during  a May  visit  to  the  United  States. 
Highlights  of  her  visit  included  a cam- 
pus tour,  an  alumnae  reception  at  the 
College,  and  an  alumnae  luncheon  in 
Atlanta,  all  given  in  her  honor. 

Mrs.  Fagarasy’s  U.S.  visit  was  made 
possible  by  Blanche  Duvall  Smith  ’32 
and  Roberta  Cason  Cox  ’32,  who  were 
her  hostesses.  The  Atlanta  luncheon 
for  Mrs.  Fagarasy  was  co-hostessed  by 
Estelle  King  Collar  ’32  and  Lois 
McDonald  Jorgenson  ’32.  Among 
those  attending  were  Virginia  Town- 
send Munford  ’32  of  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  Mrs.  Smith,  Mrs.  Cox  and 
Dot  Simmons  Odel  ’32. 

During  Mrs.  Fagarasy’s  residence  at 
the  college  in  1929  and  1930,  she 
studied  history,  literature,  geography, 
philosophy  and  the  Bible.  Upon  her 
return  to  Budapest,  then  her  home,  she 
studied  linguistics,  and  completed  her 
Master’s  degree  at  the  university  there. 

During  World  War  II  political 
upheavals  within  her  homeland 
ultimately  forced  Mrs.  Fagarasy  to 
take  up  residence  in  Papa  where  she 
has  lived  for  the  past  23  years.  Her  hus- 
band was  lost  during  the  first  days  of 
the  war;  sent,  she  believes,  to  a prison 
camp  in  Siberia  after  being  wounded  in 
action  against  Russia.  Her  two  living 
children  also  are  in  Hungary  and  she  is 
able  to  visit  with  them  fairly  often.  She 
continues  to  tutor  privately,  which  she 
has  done  much  of  her  life. 

This  U.S.  visit  was  her  first  since 
1930.

This  jacket  is  the  emblem  of 
Wesleyan’s  newly-founded  corps  of 
Student  Hostesses,  who  were  carefully 
selected  to  represent  the  College  at  all 
major  functions. 

Initially  nominated  by  their 
classmates,  the  Hostess  candidates 
were  then  screened  and  recommended 
for  membership  by  the  faculty  and 
staff  members  who  would  use  their  ser- 
vices throughout  the  year. 

Once  selected,  the  Hostesses  went 
immediately  to  work,  participating  in 
inaugural  events,  campus  visitations  by 
prospective  students  and  other  special 
guests,  many  receptions  and  Alumnae 
Weekend.  They  have  been  greeters, 
guides,  reception-servers  and  have  per- 
formed many  other  functions.  As 
hostess  Vera  Peters  said,  “I  love  being 
a hostess  because  I’ve  met  so  many  new 
and  interesting  people.” 

Meeting  people  and  representing  the 
College  are  the  Hostesses’  primary 
responsibilities.  When  the  applicants 
were  considered  last  fall,  their  en- 
thusiasm for  Wesleyan  was  a factor  in 
their  selection.  Leadership  skills  and 
scholarship  were  other  criteria.  Ten 
months  later,  the  charter  members  of 
the  Hostess  Corps  have  proved 
themselves  to  be  outstanding  represen- 
tatives of  the  College. 

This  fall,  the  Hostesses  will  elect  of- 
ficers and  new  hostesses  will  be  selected 
to  replace  those  who  graduated  in  the 
spring.
